‘ complished, As a means to this end it 
is to bring the forest wardens of 
the state, a.section at a time, together 
for the of talking over the 
methods, comparing notes, and placing all 
in possession of the best knowledge that 
has been acquired by each in the school 
of practical experience. 

These conventions of forest wardens 
will be all-day meetings, and addresses 
and discussions of an interesting and 
instructive character will be listened to 
and questions will be asked and 
answered throwing light on a varicty of 
problems which confront the energetic 
warden. It is hoped by State Forester’ 
F, W. Rane that every warden will take 
advantage of the opportunity to attend 
his district convention. 

The topics discussed will include for- 
estry management, forest fires, refores- 
tation apd nursery work, insect foes of 
the forest and the wosk of town forest 
wardens, In fact, the effort will be ‘to 
procure enlightenment and protection of 
forests which are embraced in forest 
wardens’ duties. 

The first meeting will be that of the 
wardens of the western counties, includ- 
ing Hampden, Hampshire and Franklin, 
to be Reld at Northampton Friday, Oct. 
29, from 10 a. m. to 4:30 p. m. 

The next meeting is to be for the four 
counties about Boston—Norfolk, Suffolk, 
Middlesex and Essex—and is to be held 
Nov. 4 at the State House, with a similar 
‘program to that. of the Northampton 
meeting. A stmilar meeting will be held 
at Worcester Nov. 11, and on Nov, 18 at 
Middleboro wil] be held a meeting for the 
wardens of the lower counties of eastern 
Massachusetts.

‘librarian to run down an 


THE LIBRARY ALCOVE * 


By SAM WALTER Foss. ~ 


T IS not possible for avy library ‘con- 

taining 100,000 volumes or more 
Of 
course, neither the librarian, nor any 
member of the staff, nor all the members 
of the staff together, ever will or ever 
can read all the books. No individual 
member of the public, or’all the public 
together, ever can, or ever will, or ever 
will want to, read _ them. 

‘So there is nobody, either inside or 
outside, a big public library that knows 
or understands its resources. Nobody 
knows what is in it, and nobody ever 
will know. Like some of the big dic- 
tionaries, it contains so much that it is 
difficult to find anything in it. The 
practical worker, who wishes frequently 
to consult a dictionary simply to learn 
how a word is spelled, finds a small, one- 
volume, octavo dictionary more imme- 
diately helpful than the huge and many 
volumed “Murray.” 

But yet a language would be wofully 
lacking in lexicography that could pro- 
duce only an octavo, one-volume dic- 
tionary; and a public library would »e 
wofully lacking in. resources and equip- 
ment that contained only a few hundred 
books. No ope. man, and no army of 
men, can ever‘master Murray's diction- 
ary; and no multitude large enough to 
understand and Know a great public 
library could ever be gathered together.

Right where comes in the, importance 
ff cataloguing. A catalogue is an arti- 
ficial, memory. It keeps a record of the 
contents of the library ‘in compact 
wooden trays, that the overburdened 
librarians would otherwise try to carry 
in their own mind&e Yet the very best 
catalogue must -necessarily \be very 
incomplete. If much analytical cat- 
aloguing is done, the catalogue it- 
self becomes so bulky and. un- 
wieldy that it is difficult for tf® non- 
eXpert to understand it. The little fact 
that he is after becomes buried under 
mountains of other facts that have no 
bearing on it. 

Then no system of cataloguing is per- 
fect. The Dewey system and the Cutter 
system both undoubtedly have many 
excellences. But it is a rather serious 
undertaking for a limited human in- 


tellect to try properly to tag and label | worthily 
‘succession from Tennyson through George | 
is} Meredith to Thomas Hardy. 


illimitable human knowledge. And, 
beside, a catalogue system that 
right today must necessarily be wrong 
tomorrow. New discoveries, new 
tems of thought, ‘revised classifications 
of knowledge and violent revolutions in 
human conceptions of the universe make 
old classifications obsolete in a decade, 
and render new classifications impera- 
tive. The changes in human language 
are so great that a new edition of a 
dictionary is required about once in five 
years. Twenty editions of a dictionary 
in a hundred years shows how rapidly 
‘the race is compelled to make a language 
full and large enough to express the 
new folume of thought that every gen- 
eration brings as its gift to the world. 
Jn addition to all these difficulties, it 
is a physical impossibility for a cata- 
loguer to read the books he catalogues; 
and if a cataloguer does not know the 
contents of a book he cannot, of course, 
put them into his ‘catalogue. So, as a 
consequence, all catalogues, no matter 
how much work is put into them, must 
neéessarily be deficient. 


But there are many bibliographies on | 
many themes that are helpful when the 
information needed cannot 
from the catalogue. These bibliographies 
are sometimes very comprehensive (as 
they ought to be), and mention innumer- 
‘able books in foreign languages and on 
kindred and collateral themes. So even 
the bibliographies, like the big diction- 
aries, become confusing t@ the non. 
expert mind. And the bibliographies are 
themselves becoming so numerous that 
it will soon become difficult for a large 
library to keep itself constantly informed 
in regard -to its own bibliographical 
resources.

BIGGEST IN COUNTRY 


AUGUSTA, Me.—The city of Au- 


gusta is a comparatively small place on 


the planet, but for many years it has. 


been sending out enough mail to 

the. whole railway system, ‘create ¢ 
confusion on the various 1 routes, 
and Unele Sam has been obliged to send 
special geographical and post<l experts 
to Augusta to study out a remedy* for 
tne deadlock. Augusta has for a long 
time been sending out three and some- 
times four carloads of newspaper sec- 
ond-class mail matter every 24 hours.

TORONTO, Ont.—vetn reports 
ceived here from Canadian cities and 
towns along the Great lakes, consider- 
able discussion prevails over the ques- 
tion of the arming of the Don Juan de 
Austria and the Yantic, two vessels used 
by the American naval militia. Of these 
one has been armed already. In an in- 
terview, the Hon. George P. Graham, min- 
ister of railways and canals, said that the 
Don Juan de Austria was allowed to en- 
ter the Great lakes through the Cana- 
dian canals on condition that she pro- 
ceed through unarmed and to be ysed 
only as a training ship. 

Mr. Graham would not specifically 
say it was agreed that she showd re- 
main unarmed, and the fact that these 
vessels have had guns placed upon them 
after going through the canals is per- 
fectly well known at Ottawa and else- 
where in Canada. 

Most of the véssels used Wy the 
American naval militia are armed with 
thoroughly modern weapons. The Nash- 
ville, the latest addition to the lake 
fleet, had her guns installed at Buffalo 
after she passed through the Welland 
canal. From information given out -by 
the Dominion authorities, the armament 
of these vessels is as follows:

upon Los Angeles. Whether it is due to a more general invasion by 
the city desecrator, or is only apparently more pronounced by reason 
of the general beauty of the community, it would be difficult to say, 
but at all events Los Angeles appears to be suffering more acutely 
from the billboard eyesore than most other cities. It is not surpris- 
ing, therefore, to find one of its newspapers saying: “It is one of 
the mysteries that in a city that counts its beauty as one of its chief 
assets, that spreads its invitations far and wide, soliciting all the 
world to come and taste the attractions of this paradise, public senti- 
ment should be so inert, resolution at so low an ebb and intelligence 
so blind as to tolerate the billboards and supinely suffer their multi- 
plication, that private greed may profit at public cost.” 

This language may be applied with great appropriateness to 
practically all American communities. Many of them, perhaps, have 
less than Los Angeles to complain of on this score, but it is entirely 
a matter of degree. There would be more beautiful cities in 
-America if the billboard blight were eradicated. 

One thing will do it. Municipal ordinances dnd state laws 
have been tried and found to be unequal to the task. The “rights 
of property” rise up and invalidate them. Public opinion, however, 
can remedy the evil, and remedy it speedily, if it will. The use of 
billboards that notoriously disfigure neighborhoods should be 
regarded as an offense against public policy and public decency. 
The offensive billboards will disappear the moment pafronage of 
them is abandoned.

After calling attention to the great 
numbers of young men who seek instruction in the law schools at 
Washington, and saying that they are more numerous than those in 
any of the states with the exception of New York and Illinois, for 
the reason that they combine government employment with their 
studies, and after condemning the haste with which many of them 
are “put through” and “turned out, he enters on this sweeping 
criticism : 

In no other free and civilized country are the laws so ill-administered 
as in the United States. We lead the world in most of the great struggles 
mankind is making, but in the administration of the law America lags. two 
generations behind the rest of the civilized world. No constructive reforms 
of a comprehensive kind have been seriously attempted since the days of 
David Dudley Field, now passed a half century or more. Our inefficient 
procedure in civil actions is a reproach to the nation and a disgrac@ to the 
bar, while our procedure in criminal cases, with its enormous expense, its 
incredible delays, and its frequent and gross miscarriages of justice, is a 
stench in the nostrils of the nations. : 

This is certainly a scathing indictment. So far as it relates to 
criminal procedure it is confirmatory of what President Taft has 
recently .said, in language almost-equally as pointed; so far as civil 
procedure is concerned it is simply canfirmatory of views that have 
been generally expressed by American lawyers of standing. 

The encouraging phase of the matter, both from the standpoint 
of the legal profession and the standpoint of the public, is that the 
time is apparently at hand when the work of reforming legal proce- 
dure and the legal profession will be begun, not in any: perfunctory 
manner, but with that thoroughness that 1s characteristic of the 
American people when their Ceiean sentiment on any subject is 
aroused.

It is true, as has been more than once remarked, that under 
existing conditions the cup might just as well be locked up in a vault, 
or made a permanent and irremovable exhibit in a musewn. We 
read in an account of the original race, which occurred on Aug.

These aspirations of economic independence 
call for a Hungarian state bank, which, of course, will require for- 
eign capital, and therefore be more or less dependent on the “banker 
of Europe’’—the French republic. 

Most important of all, however, would be a financial ‘rapproche- 
ment between France and Roumania that should put an end to the 
persistent aloofness hitherto shown by French capitalists toward’ the 
Latin Balkan state. The hope that such a rapproachement will be 
brought about by fraternization like the one just witnessed is begin- 
ning to be expressed in Roumania, and should it be realized, it would 
go a long way toward removing the pall of isolation which alone 
holds Roumania back from playing a brilliant role in eastern Europe.

The present chair- 
man is Dubrovin, who is generally held responsible for the Herzen- 
stein affair that cast such discredit on the union, and his fellow- 
members, it appears, have decided that he must vanish from the 
limelight. . His place is to devolve on Wostorgow, a prominent 
priest. The “thorough renovation” apparently stops there. The 
program itself seems to be regarded as perfect by the constituents. - 

The poor attendance of the congress caused surprise; the 150 
dlelegates who opened the gathering were very far from representing 
the Russian monarchical and reactionary elements with their numer 
ous and powerful associations throughout the empire.
